McMenamy declined to make a 
statement, but Walsh declared there 
was nothing “wrong” in the com- 
pany’s affairs and that the com- 
plaint on which the warrants were 
based “came out of a blue sky.” He 
had been home ill for about five 
weeks, he added, and had returned 
to his office only a few days ago.

the $417 was due the complainant, 
Dr. Molph F. Dueber, a dentist, of- 
fering the explanation that the 
money had been fetained in the 
hope that the dentist might become 
interested in purchasing another

Insurgent Planes Also Pass

MADRID, March 6.—Rebel planes 
dropped more than 50 bombs on the 
Government-held city of Aranjuez 
in a series of raids between 8:30 
o’clock last night and 2 o’clock this 
morning. Many persons were re- 


ported killed. 

Other towns were bombed during 
the night on the central front, but 
the attack at Aranjuez was the 
most severe. 

Aided by a clear sky, the rebel 
flyers dropped explosives on Vil- 
laneuva del Pardillo, 15 miles west 
of Madrid; Alcala de Henares, 15 
miles to the east; Tarancon, 50 
miles to the southeast on the Val- 
encia highway, and other points 
near Madrid and the Valencia high- 
way. 

Figures on the casualties at Aran- 
juez were not available. Property 
damage was heavy, particularly 
along a Government railroad where 
insurgents attempted to disrupt 


appeared over Aranjuez, they loosed 
12 bombs amid bursts of anti-air- 
craft fire and then disappeared. 
Twice again they returned to drop 
other bombs. 

Aranjuez lies between two im- 
portant battlefronts, Toledo and the 
Jarama Valley. It is about 40 miles 
southeast of Madrid. 

Madrid itself was frightened 
when insurgent planes passed over- 
head early in the evening. The 
ships sped off, however, without 


bombing the city. Searchlights 
found them quickly in the bright 
night. 


Insurgent air raiders attacked Pa- 
lamos, Gerona province, in the 
northeastern corner of Spain near 
the French border. One of the 
planes was chased away by anti- 
aircraft guns. 

Two rebel tri-motored planes were 
reported to have attacked the 
steamer Le Gazpi, off Rosas, Tarra- 
gona province. The vessel was not 
struck but drifted ashore when the 
crew jumped into the sea and swam 
to safety. 

Government shells today pounded 
down a 40-yard-long section of the 
Clinic Hospital, ‘nsurgent strong- 
hold in University City, a suburb 
of Madrid. Part of the insurgent 
garrison of 600 men was reported 
caught in the collapse. 

As Government air defenses were 
tightened against further bombing 
raids, the Ministry of Air and Navy 
reported its air force had carried 
out 67 air raids with a loss of 
nine planes during February, as 
compared with an insurgent loss of 
82 ships in 65 raids. 

Dispatches from Bilbao said two 
men and three women, all Span- 
jards, had been sentenced to death 
by a Government tribunal for fur- 
nishing the insurgents with infor- 
mation for air bombardments.

Congressman Says Nothing 


Is More Reactionary Than 
This Effort to Revert to 
Another Age.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Four 
radio speeches in favor of and one 
against President Roosevelt's pro- 
posal to enlarge the Supreme Court 
were delivered last night. Those 
who spoke for the plan were Gen. 
Hugh S. Johnson, Sidney Hillman, 
Senator William G. McAdoo of Cali- 
fornia and Representative Ed V. 
Izac (Dem.), California. Repre- 
sentative U. S. Guyer of Kansas 
City, Kan. ranking Republican 
member of the House Judiciary 
Committee, denounced the proposal. 

Guyer assailed the program as 
“violently reactionary in every 
sense.” 

“Those who defend this audacious 
demand of the Chief Executive pre- 
tend to be what they term ‘liberal’ 
and progressive“, Guyer said. 

“Yet I can think of nothing more 
glaringly reactionary than this ef- 
fort to revert to another age, when 
arbitary masters corrupted the ju- 
diciary of their realms by dominat- 
ing the courts either by the fear of

Gen. Johnson’s Address. 


Gen. Johnson, speaking.in New 
York, declared the purpose of the 
President’s plan was to prevent an 
evil feared by makers of the Con- 
stitution. 

“They were seeking first to pre- 
vent any dictatorship,” the former 
NRA administrator said, referring 
to the constitutional system of 
checks and balances’ controlling 
powers of the three branches of 
government. 

Most of the argument against the 
proposed changes, he added, has 
been made by lawyers “and on a 
branch of law where not one out of 
10 lawyers, and not one layman out 
of a million, has practical experi- 
ence. 

“Therefore, the air can resound 
with technical phrases and profes- 
sional prophesies of disaster and 
the bewildered layman can’t call 
the bluff. Yet, honestly stated, the 
constitutional question is not too 
difficult for the simplest school- 
boy.” 

The retired army officer said 
makers of the Constitution gave 
power to Congress to impeach the 
President, power to the President 
to veto an act of Congress and pow- 
er to the court to invalidate a stat- 
ute. 

“But what power did they give 
to Congress and the President to 
check the court?” he continued.

NEW THEORY IN CRASH 
OF AIRLINER IN BAY 


Evidence That Controls Were 
Jammed When Pilot Dropped 
Telephone Reported. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, March 6.—The Her- 


ald Tribune says the Bureau of Air 
Commerce has been given evidence 
that a pilot’s radio telephone micro- 
phone, inadvertently dropped by its 
user, jammed the controls and 
caused the crash of the airliner in 


San Francisco Bay on Feb. 9 in 
which 11 persons lost their lives. 
The paper says that the Govern- 


ment bureau is expected to make 


this information public shortly in 
a written report but that the cause 
of the crash was disclosed by offi- 
cial notices posted at Newark air- 
port today. 

The notices warned pilots using 
planes of the type involved in the 
California crash of the possibility 
of accidentally locked controls and 
told of installations already under 
way to make a repetition of the 
crash impossible. The remedy is to 
fit a leather boot around the control 
columns, keeping any object from 
dropping into the space at the bot- 
ton where they can be jammed. 

The San Francisco Bay crash, in 
which all occupants lost their lives, 
puzzled investigators because of the 
exceptionally high rating of the 
pilot, A. R. (Tommy) Thompson 
and because it occurred in perfect 
weather after he had flown over 
and still was in sight of the air- 
port. 

Body of Last of Piane Crash Vic- 
tims Recovered From Bay. 
By the Associated Press. 

REDWOOD CITY, Cal, March 6. 
A body identified as that of J. 
Franklin Gilmore, Los Angeles busi- 
ness executive who was killed in 
an airplane accident Feb. 9, was 
recovered from the waters of San 
Francisco Bay yesterday and 
brought here. Gilmore’s body was 
the last of 11 victims’ bodies to be 
found. 

Deputy Coroner John Laying said 
the body was entirely unclothed.

“But that was in the depths of 
the depression,“ he added, “and 
everybody hoped for some re- 
covery.” 

He agreed that “perhaps the bal- 
ance sheet did not contain enough 
information” and “too little data 
might be as misleading as too 
much.” 

Wheeler Denounces System. 

Wheeler then leaned back in his 
chair and declared: 

“This kind of financial statement 
represents one of the major evils 
in our banking system. 

“It doesn’t give enough facts for 
the average investor to tell what it 
really means, The only persons who 
really know are the financial ex- 
perts and insiders.” 

He also condemned “bankers who 
use their inside information for 
their own benefit, not for the bene- 
fit of stockholders,’’ noting that he 
was not referring either to Mor- 
gan or to Guaranty Co.

Minimum wages. Congress has passed no law fix- 
ing minimum wages. A measure that could pos- 
sibly be described as a minimum wage law was the 
National Industrial Recovery Act, under which min- 
imum rates of pay were fixed by NRA codes in cer- 
tain industries. The Recovery Act was killed because 
it constituted an unwarranted delegation of legisla- 
tive power to the President and because it exceeded 
the authority of Congress under the commerce clause.

BOTH EXPELLED BY 
COMMUNIST PARTY 


Hearing to Be Third of Its 
Kind Recently—29 Have 
Been Found Guilty and 
Shot. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, March 6.—There were 
indications today that the principals 
in an approaching treason trial 
would be Alexis I. Rykov, once 
president of the Council of Peoples 
Commissars—a post corresponding 
to the premiership in other govern- 
ments—and Nikolai Bukharin, for- 
mer editor of Izvestia, Government 
organ. Both were expelled last 
night from the Communist party. 

The two were charged with anti- 
party activity. Rykov was arrest- 
ed late in 1936. The arrest of Buk- 
harin was disclosed during the Jan- 
vary treason trial in Moscow. 

A trial of these two would be the 
third of its kind in recent months, 
Sixteen men, including Gregory 
Zinoviev and Leon Kamenev, were 
convicted of treason last July and 
executed. Seventeen others were 
similarly convicted in January and 
13 of them were shot, the other four 
receiving prison terms. 

Change in Party Structure. 

The official communique an- 


nouncing the expulsions also dis- 
closed adoption of resolutions affect-

The Supreme Council will replace 
the present Central Executive Com- 
mittee and the All-Union Congress 
of Soviets, albolished under the new 
constitution. 


Rykov’s Record in Soviet. 


Rykov for 10 years was Premier 
of the Soviet Union, and was actual 
heir to Lenin’s mantle but not his 
power, which Stalin reserved for 
himself. 


During the civil war he was en- 
trusted with provisioning the Red 
Army. He was appointed to carry 
out Lenin’s work of Premier and 
ultimately, after Lenin’s death in 
1924, was named chairman of the 
Council of People’s Commissars. 

Stalin assumed Lenin’s other and 
more important job as secretary- 
general of the Communist party. 

Rykov and Bukharin, it was in- 
dicated, will be a group of 15 to 20 
persons, comprising the so-called 
“right center,” charged with con- 
spiring for the overthrow of Boal- 
shevism.

Many, he said, were suffer- 
ing because of the five nights spent 
in makeshift beds. 

“We will not budge an inch,” said 
William Whitaker, another leader. 
“There was a feeling among the 
men before the strike that life was 
not worth living under prevailing 
conditions and they will go to any 
extreme to gain their ends. They 
refuse to leave. Their morale is 
100 per cent.” 

The workers, men and women, 
make brooms, brushes and clothes, 
and repair furniture. 

A non-partisan committee, com- 
posed of Federal and State labor 
mediators, and representatives of 
the Community Fund, the City Wel- 
fare Department and organized la- 
bor will meet Tuesday in an effort 
to bring about a temporary settle- 
ment of the controversy. 

The strikers, through Senator 
Thomas Kilgallen, had proposed a 
legislative investigation. The Penn- 
sylvania Association for the Blind, 
operator of the factory, agreed to 
an investigation but asked that it 
be made by local persons. 

The strikers seek a minimum of

Dairy Farmers’ Co-operative Asking 
Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration ior Amendment. 

A public hearing on a petition of 
the Sanitary Milk Producers, dairy 
farmers’ co-operative, seeking to 
amend a milk marketing agreement 
for the St. Louis district by in- 
creasing the minimum price paid 
by distributers, began today before 
representatives of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration at Ho- 
tel Chase. : 

The drouth of last summer re- 
duced feed supplies and increased 
prices, the producers contended, 
making it impossible to produce 
milk -profitably at present mini- 
mum prices, since most producers 
must buy feed until pastures provide 
the need. This usually is the latter 
part of April. Under the marketing 
agreement last year the minimum 
price was reduced 10 cents a hun- 
dred pounds during April, May and 
June, which are the months of 
flush production. 

The present minimum is 31.10 a 
hundred pounds for Class 1 milk, 
sold as bottle milk, and the price 
for Class-2, milk used for all other 
purposes, is based on a formula 
fluctuating witl the Chicago but- 
ter market. A premium of 35 cents 
a hundred pounds for Class 1 and 
10 cents for Class 2 now is being 
paid by distributers in view of high 
feed costs.

Taking a somewhat more opti- 
mistic view, Sir John Simon, Home 
Secretary, declared in an address 
at Taunton that the defense pro- 
was far more likely to pro- 
vide a basis on which international 
limitation of armaments could be 
obtained than would Britain’s dis- 
armament. Britain, Sir John said, 
had to fight and win the battle to 
uphold democracy.

Fricassee of Fowl 

Disjoint two one-year-old fowls 
and wipe with a clean, damp cloth. 
Put the pieces into a kettle with 
a small amount of ~~ boiling water. 
After cooking one hour, add one 
onion, a small bay leaf, salt and 
pepper and let cook slowly until the 
meat is tender. This should take 
about an hour and a half. When 
the chicken is done there should be 
a pint of-strong broth left in the 
kettle. Remove the chicken and 
drain in a colander. Dust each 
piece lightly with flour and fr yin 
sizzling hot butter to a nice brown, 
but not hard. Place on a heated 
platter and set in a warm place 
while the gravy is being made. 

To the drippings in the pan add 
three level tablespoons of butter. 
Into this stir four level tablespoons 
of flour and mix until smooth and 
a delicate brown. Stir in the broth 
in which the chicken was boiled 
and add one cup of cream and sea- 
son with salt and pepper. Stir over 
fire until the consistency of rich 
cream. Place hot split biscuits 
around the chicken and over all 
pour the gravy. 3 

Baking Powder Biscuits 

Two cups flour. 

Two tablespoons lard. 

Four teaspoons of baking powder. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One scant cup of milk. 

Sift the flour, salt and baking 
powder together. Mix in the lard 
well and gradually add the milk 
to make as soft a dough as it is 


possible to handle. Roll out quickly 


to about one-fourth inch thick and 
cut into biscuits. Bake in a hot 


oven. 
Mashed Potatoes 

Peel old potatoes as thin as pos- 
sible and place in cold water; then 
into boiling water and cook until 
tender but not broken. Drain thor- 
oughly through a colander and re- 
turn to a clean kettle. With a wire 
masher press potatoes free from 
lumps. Add a teaspoon of melted 
butter and one tablespoon of heated 
cream to each cup of mashed po- 
tatoes, adding each gradually, and 
season with salt and apper. With 
a wire whisk beat hard until light 
and fluffy. Pile in a serving dish 
loosely, dot with butter, sprinkle 
lightly with paprika, minced pars- 
ley or chopped chives and place in 
oven just until the butter is melted.

Dear Mrs. Post: 
HEN invited to informal 
lunches and dinners, what is 
the proper time to arrive and 
take leave? Also, is there any dif- 
ferent rule for formal lunches and 
dinners? 


Answer: If you are going to the 
house of an intimate friend, then a 
few minutes before the hour set, 
rather than past the hour, fs best. 
If you are going to a genuinely 
formal lunch party or dinner, then 
go promptly at the hour set—or 
at least within ten minutes past. 
In a house where cocktails are not 
served, 15 minutes past the hour 
is considered the limit of time that 
a hostess is expected to wait for 
any guests who are late. Of course 
the preciseness of these rules is 
rigidly adhered to or relaxed ac- 
cording to locality and individual 
hostess, and the question of whether 
cocktails are to be served. In this 
last case, those arriving 20 min- 
utes after the dinner hour—if not 
wanting any cocktails themselves— 
would probably not delay the service 
of dinner. Whoever sat on the 
right of the host at dinner, or of 
the hostess at lunch, is expected 
to make the first move to leave.
